revenue sharing bill becomes law in 
the near future as is expected, the 
City of Hamlin will benefit some 
$67,137. This is somewhat better than 
the $27,647 reported earlier. 
Don’t know why the difference in 
the two figures, but the latest figure is 
much closer to the figures released 
earlier in the year. 
One thing I do know is that the 
check will be a welcomed sight to the 
city dads when it does get here. 
Under the new figures, the county 
will receive some $171,346. Hope that 
out of all that money our county 
commissioners can see their way 
clear to put at least one deputy and a 
car in the north part of the county.

The most telling argument 
against it is that the federal govern­ 
ment does not have any revenue to 
share. It is hard to find fault with this 
argument, but I only wonder how 
come we always seem to find money 
for a lot of other programs that have a 
whole lot less merit. 
Maybe we could take out the money 
for the revenue sharing program first 
and tell the people studying the 
mating habits of some rare bird in 
Alaska that we are sorry but we do 
not have enough money left for their 
pet project. Or, we might even get so 
brave as to tell some of the ablebodied 
welfare recipients that we are tired of 
supporting them. 
As to the merits of the program 
itself — I still believe that if the 
federal government is going to help 
the people of Dallas or Hamlin with 
some of their problems I would much 
rather have the locally elected of­ 
ficials spending the money than I 
would some Washington appointed 
bureaucrat.
